Discovery May Help To Lessen Rail- 
way Accidents By Detecting 
Fatlty Rails 

Alive, Elmer A. Sperry, the “Iron 
Mike’ Gyro wizard, made ocean 
travel safer. His latest discovery 
rises posthumously to rid railroad 
travel of the disasters due to “rail 
cancer.” 

Sperry died a few months ago, 
while trials were incomplete upon 
his electrical detector of the invisible 
cracks in rails, which have been an| 
unending source of fatal accidents 
since the beginning of railroading. 

Harcourt C. Drake, research en- 
gineer of Sperry Products, Inc., re- | 
cently told of the transverse fissures | 
within the interiors of rails, fissures 
which grow like living things, their 
presence often unrevealed by so much 
as an exterior scratch, until the rails 
fall apart.

| Says Unemployment In United States | 


Fine Examples Of 


Found Near London, Ontario, 
Now In National Museum, 
Ottawa 

Examples of early Indian art dis- 
covered recently by W. J. Wintem- 
berg, Dominion archeologist, near 
London, Ont., have now been added 
to the collection in the National Mu- 
seum, and are considered to be among 
the finest pieces ever recovered in 
this country. 

The outstanding relic is a small 
sculpture of a human head done in 
clay, which Mr. Wintemberg be- 
|lieves, was once part of a tobacco 
pipe. 
carried out in greater detail than 
usual. A peculiar quality is that 
|the head does not greatly resemble 
|the typical features of the Indian, 
| but bears similarity to early Egyp- 
tian figures. This is, however, not 
unique, Mr. Wintemberg explained, 
| a8 the same quality is seen in some 
relics found in the United States. 

Several other tobacco pipes were 
recovered in the same locality, one 
of which is carved from stone and, 
besides a human face on the bowl, 
bears a representation of a lizard 
winding about the stem. In addition 
Mr. Wintemberg found a large num- 
|ber of pieces of pottery, all testify- 
ing to patient workmanship in de- 
sign, 

The relics date back before the 
discovery of the country by white 
men, it was explained. They belong- 
ed to Iroquois tribes, who for long 
| Periods lived in a state of truce with 
| their neighbors and were able to de- 
vote themselves to handicrafts. 


More Credit Needed 


| Hon, Robt. Weir Says Western Farm- 
| er In Desperate Need Of Credit 


Credit is the desperate need of the 
| western farmer at the present time, 
declared Hon. Robert Weir, minister 
|of agriculture, who returned to Otta- 
wa from a two weeks’ trip to the 
prairies. 

Throughout his trip, the minister 
said, the necessity of providing some 
means by which loans could be given 
to farmers was continually brought 
to his attention. As an illustration 
of the reluctance of financial houses 
to advance money on farm property, 
|Mr. Weir told of one man who was 
; unable to borrow any money at all 
on a large and well. kept farm, but 
had little difficulty in borrowing 
several thousand dollars on his race 
horses. There are innumerable 
cases, he said, where owners of valu- 
able land find it impossible to finance 
their operations through contrac- 
tions in credit. 

As to what means might be found 
to loosen credit, the minister did not 
give an opinion, but it is assumed 
that he will have some suggestions 
to make in cabinet council.

Auckland, N.Z.—-As details of ue 
story of Tuesday's, February 3, 
‘quake disaster in the Hawke Bay re- | 
gion unfolded today, February 5, New | 
Zealand appeared for the first time, 
to realize the full import of the terri- | 
ble tragedy. | 

A dense shadow of death and suf: | 
fering hovered above the stricken 
region, but against this dark back: | 
ground stood out deeds of splendid, 
heroism and devotion, Into the dark | 
desolation of the area so suddenly | 
overwhelmed strode doctors and, 
nurses by the dozen, bluejackets by | 
the score, and relief of all manner. 

A general order was issued de- 
manding within two days the evacu- 
of Napier, capital of Hawke 
Bay province, and centre of the 
‘quake. Authorities feared an out- | 
break of *some terrible disease if 
survivors remained in the once busy 
seaport town. Arrangements had al- 
ready been made to evacuate 5,000 


,women and children to Palmerston, 


north of Napier. 


Messages placed the dead at Hast- 
ings between 80 and 100, and 21 iden- 
tified. Napier had 48 identified dead 
and scores of bodies lay unclaimed. 
At least 1,000 were injured, some 
critically, and other towns in the 
province were yet to be heard from, 

The Britisn cruisers “Dunedin” and 
“Diomede” arrived at Napier and 
Commodore Blake immediately took 
charge relief measures. An in- 
tercepted message from Blake to the | 
“Dunedin,” anchored some distance 
off shore owing to the virtual de-

struction of Hawke Bay harbor, 
requested an immediate store of 
explosives, indicating the commo-, 


dore planned to blow up all stand- 
ing buildings to check the advance 
of flames. 

Fire still raged in Napier and 
Hastings, licking through the ruins 
of the broken cities while firemen 
could only watch, helpless because 
of shattered water mains. The 
steamship “Taranaki” sailed from 
Napier for Auckland with refugees, 
and the “Northumberland” was ex- 
pected to do likewise. 

Napier was a scene of utter deso- 
lation. Hardly a single structure 
remained erect. The death toll 
mounted steadily as rescue workers 
tore into the debris, finding body | 
after body. It was expected several 
days would clapse before the exact 
number of deaths could be known. 

Several residents of Napier de- 
clared that for two days prior to, 
the ‘quake an exceptionally heavy 
sea was running for no apparent 
reason. The first shock was pre- 
ceded by sudden roaring and grind- 
ing sounds. Then, it seemed the whole 
earth heaved convulsively, buildings 
groaned and bent under the strain,

Napier was unanimous in its 
praise for the officers and crew of 
the British sloop “Veronica,” anchor- 
ed in the harbor when the ‘quake oc- 
curred. Commander H. L. Morgan 
and his men went ashore immedi- 
ately and started relief work. Many 
amputations and operations were 
made without the use of anaesthetics 
owing to lack of supplies, 

Napier looked as if it had been 
bombarded by heavy artillery. Streets 
were piled high with bricks and rub- 
bish that once composed fine build- 
ings. Outside the business centre the 
damage was severe, but not quite so 
extensive. Landslides destroyed 
many beautiful homes. Railroads were 
crippled. Bridges buckled like tinfoil. 

The greatest toll was claimed at 
Napier Technical College. At least 
20 boys and girls were killed when 
this building collapsed. Several boys, 
returning to save a group of trapped 
girls, were crushed when a_ subse- 
quent ‘quake tumbled the walls. 

Death toll at the nurses’ home of 
the Napier hospital was placed un- 
officially at 22, Night nurses were 
sleeping and few escaped. Of those 
who did, many were severely in- 
jured.

Tokyo, Japan.—China has become 
|a large buyer of wheat and flour and 
will continue a very important mar- 
ket for wheat in the future, accord- 
ing to Hon. Herbert M. Marler, Cana- 
dian minister to Japan. Mr. Marler 
has just returned from an extended 
visit to China where he made a care- 
ful investigation of that country’s 
trade possibilities. 


At present, the minister said, 
China is purchasing large quantities 
of wheat from Australia which, ow- 
ing to the decline in exchange rates, 
Australians will be able to sell as 
much as $4 a short ton under Cana- 
| dian prices, 

This fact, Mr. Marler added, elim- 
intes every possibility of Canada 
and the United States competing 
with, Australia in the Chinese mar- 
ket during the current season.

The Sinful Woman's Deed, verses 
36-38._One dey Simon the Pharisee 
invited Jesus to dine with him, and 
seemed to think this honor enough 
for the carpenter's Son, for he failed 
to show Him the civilities due an 
honored guest. “We are still in that 
epoch of transition when the rupture 
between our Lord and the Pharisees, 
although already far advanced, was 
not yet complete. A Pharisee could, 
still invite Him without difficulty. It | 
has been supposed that this in- 
vitation was given with a hostile in- 
tention. But this Pharisee’s own re- 
flection, verse 39, shows he was 
hesitating between the holy impres- 
sion which Jesus made upon him and 
|the antipathy which his caste felt 
| against Him.”—Godet. 

During the meal a woman of the 
|city, a sinner, entered uninvited, with 
{an alabaster cruse of ointment. Jesus 
| was reclining on a couch in the cus- 
|tomary manner at a feast, His head 
toward the table before Him and His

“To appreciate this 
act, we must remember that it was 
one of ‘the greatest humiliations for 
a woman to be seen with her hair, 
disheveled, Similar acts of respect 
were sometimes, but rarely, paid to 
rabbis. A man once came to kiss 
the feet of Rabbi Jonathan, because 
he had induced filial reverence in his 
son, 

The Pharisee's Criticism, verse 39. 

-Simon was scandalized at the wo- 
man’s act and the Lord's acceptance 
of it. Evidently Jesus was no prophet, 
Simon said to himself, or He would 
have detected the truth about the 
woman and would have scorned her. 

The Pharisee's Lesson, verses 40- 
,46.—At once Jesus showed Simon 
that He not only knew the woman's 
history but that He even read Simon's 
thoughts. "Simon I have somewhat 
to say unto thee,” thus Jesus arrest- 
}ed his attention, And then He told 
him His parable of the “Two Debt- 
}ors”; one of them owed five hundred 
shillings and the other fifty shillings, 
but as neither of them had where- 
with to pay, the lender forgave them 
both. “Which of them, therefore, will 
love him most?” Jesus questioned, 
and Simon answered, contemptuous- 
ly, carelessly certainly, with no} 
thought of the bearing of the ques-

|gave the most.” ‘Thou hast rightly 
judged,” Jesus said, and then turn- 
ing toward the woman He questioned, | 
| ‘Seest thou this woman?” 

Then Jesus reminded Simon of his 
omission of the customary acts of 
courtesy due a guest-—-the water for 
His feet, the kiss of greeting, the oil 
for anointing—-and contrasted there- 
with the lavishness of the woman's 
offerings.

‘I am not satisfied with the 
record,” he said, after he had torn 
himself away from a huge crowd of 
spectators and racing officials who 
swarmed out onto the beach to con- 
gratulate him. 

“The car has lots more speed in 
it and I am a bit disappointed that 
conditions prevented me from going 
faster, 

“The unevenness of the beach held 
down my speed and the visibility 
was so poor that I could do no bet- 
ter. At no time during my runs 
could I see more than 300 or 350 
yards because of the haze that hung 
over the course. My car was picking 
up speed all the time and I would 
have gone much faster if conditions 
had been better.” 

Campbell declined to state whether 
he would make an attempt later to 
raise his own record or let it stand. 
He previously had said, however, 
that he planned to make an assault 
upon the record for five kilometres, 
and possibly five miles, before hir 
return to England.

In my opinion all of the Beers are of better quality than 
pre-war product, which was often cloudy. Beers tested 
by me during past year are much more uniform in 


strength, extract, etc., than those before the war. 


(3) 
I would consider the Beers wholesome in every way and 
free from deleterious constituents. 


(4) 

Judging from the forcing test all samples of bottle goods 
tested are efficiently pasteurized. The freezing tes! shows 
the Beer of satisfactory keeping qualities, with proper 
elimination of such proteins as are thrown out of solution 
by low temperatures. The draft Beer , not being pas- 
teurized, could not be subjected to forcing or freezing 
test, and I consider samples of such Beer properly ma- 
tured and of satisfactory keeping qualities if kept under 
correct conditions. 


“The bottle liquors, with exception of the Porter 
and Stout were given a forcing and freezing test. 
This is done by keeping the Beer at temperature 
of 90 to 100 degrees for one week, then freezing 
solid and thawing in chipped ice. In all the 
samples there was neither cloudiness or any 


sediment, tests showing perfectly clear.”
